Private 
ewners do not think they can afford 
to wait for this land to develop a new 
forest—a matter of 60 to 100 years. 
The state can do this and while it is 
building up a new “pine woods” for 
future generations it will also be es- 
tablishing a vast game cover where 
the wild things that make our woods 
attractive to the tourist, the hunter 
and the nature )over, can find shelter, 
food and some protection from | ene- 
mies. If the state does not- buy this 
tract the owners .plan to lumber it 
next year.

Sleeping Long Hours with WindoWs 
Open 


From the Public Health Bulletin 

Perhaps one of the most difficult 
things to teach is an early bedtime. 
Nearly all children become stubborn 
when they. grow tired and sleepy, and 
the indulgent parents allow them to 
stay up rather than combat their in- 
dependent wills. If teachers could 
get children to go to bed willingly 
they would be doing much for a more 
harmonious family life as well as for 
the health of the children. 

Children should learn the proper 
bedtime for their age. In some rooms 
the teacher prints on the board, “Our 
Bedtime is Seven O'clock” or seven- 
thirty or eith* a_tucding to the age 
of the el. tdi L’or very little chil- 
dren it sometimes helps to have a 
picture of a clock on the board with 
the hands pointing to the proper bed- 
time. 

The older children, from the third 
grade up, can make individual sleep 
charts showing the time they go te 
bed each night with the reasons writ- 
ten underneath if they go later than 
their correct hour. It is’ interesting 
to note that a nervous erratic child 
will have a nervous erratic line on his 
sleep graph, 


Children should be given all the 
ovely associations with sleep the 
teacher can find. There are many 


poems about the sand man, the stars, 
the dark and the animals and _ birds 
asleep that if given to the child will 
give him an entirely different view- 
point of sleep. : 

Sleeping time is growing time for 
children. Tell them that sleep is the 
repair period of the body, and that 
averyone. must have a certain amount 
in order to grow the right way, 

A watchful teacher knows the chil- 
dren who are not getting sufficient 
sleep by their dull eyés, pale cheeks, 
listless inattentiveness, tired. posi- 
tions and frequent yawning. Many 
times talks with the parents of those 
children will help greatly in getting 
them to go to bed earlier. 

In many homes people still sleep 
with their windows tightly closed at 
niht. They still believe that there 
is something poivonous and injurious 
about night air. We know, however, 
that fresh air is necessary to healthy 
living and if we can shew children 
bew clean and: sweet and exhilarating 
fresh air is the windows in their 
homes will come open at night. 


Health, A New Goal of Teaching

and progressive teachers in all parts 
of. the country are realizing that the 
sual of all teaching is first and fore- 
most a sound, vigorous, healthy body.

Eating Some Vegetahles or Fruit 
: Every Day 

Most children have to learn to like 
vegetables. The parents sometimes 
express a dislike for certain vege- 
tables and the children immediately 
think that it is the thing to do for 
them to dislike them, too. 

We know that vegetables are 
necessary to growth, particularly 
green leafy ones, and we urge the 
children to eat one vegetable besides 
potato every day. 

In spelling, the children learn the 
names of the various vegetables and 
how. to spell them. In cooking 
classes the girls and sometimes the 


boys learn how to prepare them in} 


the most appetizing way. - 
Sometimes vegetables are brought 
into the class room and the children} 


tell how mother prepares. them at 
home. 
{n some rooms vegetable charts 


are kept with pictures of vegetables 
along the top, and a record of the 
number of each kind of vegetable eat- 
en each day is kept underneath. Chil- 
dren who do not like carrots or spin- 
ach.will learn to like it by eating it 
in order to report-in school. 

The same may be done with fruit. 
A chart is not so necessary as chil- 
dren will usually eat fruit as long as 
the parents will provide it. Attract- 
ive posters can be made with fruit 
and vegetables cut from magazines 
and pasted on colored paper with 
slogans printed beneath.

Finest Ivory Taken 
From Male Elephant 


Strictly speaking, lvory is a term 
confined to material represented by 
the tusk of the elephant, and for com- 
mercial purposes almost entirely to 
that of the male elephant. Both male 
und female African elephants produce 
good-sized tusks. In the Indian va- 
riety the female is much less bounti- 
fully provided, while legs than 1 per 
cent of the elephants of Ceylon have 
tusks of any value. Ivory is a very 
dense substance; the pores are close 
and compact and filled with a getati- 
nous solution, which 
the beautiful polish that can be given 
to ivory. The tusk of the elephant, 
from which alone true ivory ls ob- 
tained, may be placed between bone 
and born. It is more fibrous than 
bone and, therefore, tess easily torn 
or splutered, 

The tusks of the walrus correspond 
to the canine teeth of other mammals, 
and they are not true ivory although 
so culled. They are inferior In qual- 
ity to the tvory of the elephant. 


Great Voices Called 
Accidents of Nature 


Great voices are rare and undoubt- 
edly owe thelr wonderful purity of 
tone to an accidental combination of 
those physical characteristics which 
Jead to the production of song. The 
human musical instrument, though 
built of tlving tissues, resembles in 
structure the reed organ pipe fitted 
with a vox humana stop. In both 
cases the note depends on the vibra- 
tlons of a column of air produced in 
the organ by a reed and in the voice 
by the vocal cords. The human air 
chamber corresponding to the organ 
pipe is composed of the larynx and 
the bronchial system beneath it.

Most dog trainers deny the truth of 
the saying that you can't teach old 
dogs new tricks. The facts appear to 
be that a dog more than two years 
old is more easily taught than the av- 
erage puppy because he is more capa- 
ble of understanding what you wish 
him to do. 

Many an intelligent dog is spoiled 
by too insistent efforts to. correct 
minor faults in the early stages of 
his training. His spirit is broken be- 
fore he has an opportunity to learn 
things worth while. Many dog train- 
ers, In handling hunting-dogs, or even 
watch-dogs, insist that they should not 
be taught little tricks, such as sitting 
up and begging for food, or jumping 
through one’s hands. The objection 
is that the trick dog comes to look 
for signals from his master and ‘{s 
less likely to act on his own initiative. 
On the. other hand, many trainers take 

_ an opposite view and think that learn- 
ing tricks Is good discipline and helps!.
